AUSTIN, Texas, Dec. 22.— Federal 
funds are now available with which 
to provide maternal medical care for 
wives of enlisted men in the armed 
forces and for medical and nursing 
care for their infants 
according to 
Dr. Geo. W. Cox, State Health Of­ 
ficer. 
The Children’s Bureau of the 
United States Department of Labor 
has released funds to the Texas State 
Health Department with which to 
administer this program. 
Two distinct services will be ren­ 
dered under this program, explained 
Dr. Cox: 
complete maternity care 
fourth, fifth, sixth,

for wives

Board is bending its efforts to re­ 
cruiting men for the railroad indus­ 
try instead of retiring 
them 
from 
that industry during the present em­ 
ergency. 


The railroads are a necessity in 
peace time to transport raw materials 
to markets for processing and redis 
tribution to consumers all over the 
world. 
Now that we are at war on 
a world-wide basis, they play an even 
greater part in our 
economic 
and 
domestic security. 
They transport 
our raw materials for processing in­ 
to essential war material, and redis­ 
tribute them to ports for shipment 
to the war fronts; also handle in­ 
creased civilian travel, in addition to 
that of military personnel. 
The railroads are told by the stra­ 
tegists to be ready to carry even big­ 
ger loads than the 
record 
traffic 
they have carried for the past two 
years 
A man on a sectio crew keeping 
tracks safe is helping win the war. 
If the trains can’t move and move 
fast, our war schedule is going to 
lag and materials needed at the front 
may not get there. 
The ships can 
only come to the ports. 
The trains 
have to take the stuff to them. And 
a train can only move as fast as the 
condition of the track allows, safely. 
Some 15,000 laborers have been 
imported from our ally, Mexico, for 
railroad work. 
A plan to organize 
track crews of women has been fol­ 
lowed in many localities. 
High school boys are being used 
on Saturdays. 
The Fort Worth and 
Denver City Railway Company has a 
crew of high school boys working 
near Fort Worth on Saturdays. 
It 
pays their transportation and fur­ 
nishes them a hot meal in additioin 
to the regular pay. 
The railroader will give you fig­ 
ures that make you dizzy in explain­ 
ing the enormous job the roads are 
doing to haul war freight 
There are more miles of rails in 
Texas than in any other state or in 
all of China. 
Railroads use one- 
fifth of all fuel oil consumed in the 
United States. Annual track replace­ 
ments alone take two milliion gross 
tons of steel, enough to lay 10,000 
miles of new track every year. 
There are over a billiion crosa-ties. 
This gives you an idea of the en­ 
ormous job of keeping the rights-of- 
way safe.
